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ew Model Army is a band with many messages. Their songs carry 

many themes: some very deep, some very political. They range from 
family relationships, to anti-research, to anti-nuclear. But New Model Army 
displays this without the political image/slant or profile that some current 
bands tend to potray. 

“We haven't dreamt ourselves up’, state Slade the Leveller, lead singer 
of the band. They sing against the injustices they see in the world. But 
they're not necessarily concerned about their media image, as their power 
is in the music they create. Maybe the song “Don’t Ask Any More Stupid 
Questions”, off the new album, explains Slades’ view of the media. But the 
media are giving great raves to the new album Thunder and Consolation. 
(the title is taken from the collected works of a 17th-century revolutionary 
Quaker, Edward Burroughs, entitled the ‘‘The Memorable Works of a Son 
of Thunder and Consolation’). This album reflects all their regular themes 
and is charged up with that NMA ‘fury’ which we all know and read about. 
‘Fury’ is aconsistent word used by everyone, from the media to the fans, to 
describe the power of NMA. As Slade said about ‘fury’ in the House of Dolls 
interview: “The effect you get from listening to our music is a sort of barely 
held back fury, and we’ve tried to hold that fury back alittle bit more with the 
new LP, which increases the tension as opposed to weakening it, | love 
that feeling in music”. And that fury comes out in all of their songs, be it 
songs about the environment, the world or hi-tech. 

New Model Army is a band who communicated something: something 
real, some reality about society and the direction it’s headed in. This con- 
cern is very evident in the song ‘Archway Towers’, which describes a So- 
cial Security building in London, where there are no doors between the 
clients who have to go there and those who work there, employees are 
escorted in by a security firm. The counter windows are made of bul- 
letproof glass and the staff are under instruction to be as rude as possible. 
(sound familiar) As Slade states ‘‘The place is the closest I’ve ever been toa 
nightmare in real life’. (Welcome to N. America Slade) The words say in 
“Archway Towers”, “I tell myself over and over that | don’t really live here”. 
But if you listen to the song “225” the picture doesn’t get better, it’s more 
about the environmental damage man continues to do to the earth, but at 
the same time hi-tech advances. ‘‘The jet fighters practice overhead and 
they’re drilling for uranium deposits and they'll bury the waste for our chil- 
dren to inherit.’ He further tells us in ‘‘225” that some day, “Our endless 
leaps and forward plans (in technology) will have to cease as the Ark begins 
to sink’. Slade affirms his music,’’lf you’re gonna change anything, your 
life, whatever, then you need energy. And | would say our music and our

A lot of people thought that NMA were just “the 3 buffaloes with 
guitars” that were banned from America because of their politics. But NVA 
has no need for politics in their music. “We just like to stir up what’s already 
inside people, its like arelease, . . . we are quite quiet people” affirms Jus- 
tin (Slade the Leveller’s realname). They hope that their music encourages 
other bands to be as real as they are, instead of trying to copy well-known 
bands by adding alittle hair spray and just standing there with a guitar. As 
Rob say, “You should get right to the F--- heart of things. There should be 
no need or pre-packaged videos. And that indeed says alot about the state 
of rock in America, even alternative music has become somewhat of a joke. 
Just like Slade reveals, ‘‘Morissey has had a terrible effect on a whole gen- 
eration. NO one wants to be Ghengis Khan any more, they just want to be 
fey, sensitive souls!” 

Yes, New Model Army are more than just a band relaying a bunch of ‘pop 
ditties’ of sex and fast cars, they are truly a band which cannot be de- 
scribed of in words, because there are no adequate words. It can only be 
said that NMA are a band that make a music from within their souls which 
has reached out farther than any kind of politics or religion, because their 
music is neither politics nor religion. its passion and pain, struggle and fury 
entangled with a love for the world. . . 

So, lets turn off the TV for just a while. . . and listen to the power and the 
passion of New Model Army soar above your heads!

azz fans will be in seventh heaven for ten days this summer. Especially jazz fans 
with money. The 5th Annual International Victoria JazzFest will be held from 
June 23 through July 2. That's a far cry fromthe first JazzFest in 1985. Then it was 
a 3-day event of mostly local musicians. The budget was a mere ten thousand 
bucks. But atleast it was a start. What's that saying? From little acorns mighty oaks 
grow. That certainly is an apt metaphor for this festival. This year’s mighty oak runs 
for 10 days, features 200 musicians from all over the planet (and one from another 
planet), and the total budget weighs in at a whopping 150 Gs. That figure is a50% 
increase over last year’s budget, never mind year one. : 

The increase in budget and performers is due in large part to a group called 
WestCan Jazz, an amalgam of jazz societies from Vancouver, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Saskatoon and Victoria. The idea for a group, which would act as a lobby for fund- 
ing from the government and an instigator for tours, came when representatives 
from the various societies met at a JazzTimes Convention in New York City. West- 
Can Jazz has been so successful the Department of Communications considers it 
a model group. : 

Victoria’s representative is Darryl Mar, the JazzFest’s program director. He or- 
ganizes a group of about ten who work year-round on the festival. The ten in turn 
organize a group of approximately 100 volunteers who work during the festival. It 
takes a lot of humanpower to ensure a happening of this magnitude is successful. If 
the volunteers and staff take care of all the little things, the musicians will take care 
of the rest. 

There’s something for everyone at this festival. In lining up the talent, Mar looks 
for an eclectic schedule. While the festivals in Saskatoon and Calgary are more in 
the mainstream, Edmonton, Vancouver and Victoria try to expand the definition of 
jazz. That’s not to say there won’t be mainstream jazz acts here. There will. Jazz of 
nearly all kinds will be featured. 

If you're a starving student you may not be able to make most of the gigs. You'll é 
have to pick and choose which of the headline groups you want to hear most. 
Tickets are not overpriced, but those $9 - $18 covers alladd up. Not to fret. Witha 
couple of well-picked evening sessions and the daily free concerts at Market 
Square and Fogg ‘n’ Sudds Restaurant, you can get your fix as easily as the rich 
jazz fan. : 

There is some good talent playing from noon to four starting on Saturday, June 
24 and running to Sunday, July 2 at Market Square. Here’s the low-down on the 
free stuff. 


Sat. June 24 —Robin Shier is a trumpeter now working out of Van- 
couver, but has played with the Nova Scotia Symphony. 
His quintet won the Atlantic division of the CBC jazz 
competition. Following Shier’s five will be Graeme Kirk- 
land, a 22-year old drummer from Toronto, and his 
group The Wolves. The kid has ‘‘stunning technique’”’. 


Sun. June 25 — An international afternoon of music. The European Jazz 
Quartet is made up of members from Holland, West 
Germany, and England. They play a hot, swinging and 
hardblowing brand of jazz in the post-Coltrane idiom. Pi- 
anist Rob van den Broeck is McCoy Tuneresque. And 
Equinox is a Swedish quintet in the style of the Jazz 
Messengers. 


Mon. June 26 — Victoria’s best guitarist Rob Cheramy plays for the first 
90 minutes followed by the P.J. Perry Quartet from 
Edmonton. Perry is one of the best bebop saxophonists 
in the world. 


Tue. June 27 — The Karel Roessingh Quartet from this town followed 
by Jazz FX from another town. The FX stands for 
Francis Xavier, as in the University of Saint. The group 
is made up of the entire jazz faculty at the school in Anti- 
gonish, Nova Scotia. They play originals and standards 
in the style of Miles Davis and Art Blakey. 


Wed. June 28 — Two groups fronted by bassists: from Montreal, bassist/ 
composer Pierre Cartier et son ensemble; and Victo- 
ria’s Russ Botten and his septet. 

| 
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Thur. June 29 — The Brian Lillios Quintet and the Jane Bunnett Quin- 
tet. Bunnett is a classically-trained pianist, but is a jazz 
flutist and saxophonist as well. She’s joined by her hus- 
band, trumpeter Larry Cramer. 


Fri. June 30 —The Ed Philp Quartet followed by Kelly Johnson with : 
the John Hansen Trio 


Sat. July 1 — it's Canada Day. Helping celebrate will be the Es- 
quimalt Jazz Studies Quartet, guitarist Roy Petterson 
and his trio from Toronto, and Lunar Adventures, a 
Vancouver quartet playing harmolodic funk to Celtic to 


calypso. 


Sun. July 2 =— The founding member of the Shuffle Demons left that 
group to form his own jazz quartet. The Mike Murley 
Quartet plays smoky ballads along with post-Coleman 
Style free jazz. The last group will be Carlos Lopes with 
Earl Seymour. Guitarist Lopes and his five-piece group 
hail from Toronto. Saxophonist Seymour has played 
with Woody Shaw, Bobby Hutcherson, and Blood, 
Sweat and Tears (but don’t hold that against him). Ex- 
pect to hear jazz, funk and Latin-influenced originals. 


o there’s lots happening that you don’t have to buck up for. Now for the music 
that will cost you. 

Some of the highlights for this reporter are Helen Merrill, Jay McShann, Sun Ra 
and Bert Seager. 

Helen Merrill is one of the best jazz singers of all time. Her subtle stylings are 
always tasteful, sensitive and intelligent. She has worked with Clifford Brown, Earl 
Hines and John Lewis, but this time will be backed by New Zealand pianist Mike 
Nock and his trio. She’ll be at the Newcombe Theatre Friday, June 30 at 8 p.m. 
The tickets are a bargain at $18 considering you'll also hear Brazilian acoustic gui- 
tarist Marco Pereira who is sharing the bill with Merrill. Pereira and percussionist 
Djalma Correa are making their first tour of North America. 

Jay McShann is a living legend. The 80-year-old pianist from Kansas City is still 
going strong, touring and churning out albums for the Sackville label. He’s been 
playing since the late 1920s. He’ll be joined by Count Basie vocalist/trombonist 
Big Miller. They'll be appearing at Market Square Saturday, July 1 starting at 9 p.m. 
Tickets are $15. This is also a double bill with Li’! Ed and the Blues Imperials from 
Chicago, giving a modern slant on the blues. 

Sun Rais the history of jazz personified. Sonny Blount started out as a pianist in 
the 1930s playing with the likes of Coleman Hawkins. He changed his name to Sun 
Rain the ‘50’s and became known as the high priest of avant-garde. But lately he’s 
come to incorporate the avant-garde with his jazz roots. His Omniverse Ultra Jazz 
21st Century Arkestra has been playing compositions by Fletcher Henderson, 
Jimmie Lunceford and Duke Ellington. Oh, one more thing. He claims he’s from 
Saturn. | wonder if he knows Darryll Dawkins. Ra will appear at the Newcombe The- 
atre Wednesday, June 28, at 8 p.m. Tix are $18. 

The Bert Seager Quintet is coming all the way from Boston. This mainstream: 
modern bebop group never stops swinging. They reportedly piay “nothing ethnic 
or intellectual or.angry of fusionistic’”’. You gotta like that. They'll be at Hermann’s 
Jazz Club Wednesday June 28 at 10 p.m. Tickets are only $9. 

These are my personal highlights. Darryl Mar has his own favorites. He’s looking 
foreward to fusionist Peter Erskine’s septet with guitarist John Abercrombie and 
trumpeter Randy Brecker. They’ll be at the Newcombe June 26 at 8 p.m. Also 
South African singer Mahiathini and Mohotella Queens, who will be at Market 
Square June 24 at 9 p.m. : 

There are so many other groups that | just don’t have room to write about. 
Groups like Flora Purim and Airto, Manteca, Carla Bley and Steve Swallow, 
Loose Tubes, Jon Faddis Quartet, and the Jazz Passengers. And that’s not all, 
folks.

Fromits humble beginning as an afternoon rock show, The Jim Fykes Variety Show 
has become a mainstay of CFUV's prime time (10:30 - 12:30 pm) line-up. Now com- 
plete with groupies, the show is well into its third year, a veritable eternity in the tran- 
sient world of CFUV. Mystery man Jim Fykes made the move to evenings in the fall of 
1986, when as a young and upcoming DJ he was teamed with veteran of the air- 
waves, Chi Him, former co-host of the legendary Two Chinese Guy Show. In those 
heady early days of the Fykes show, CFUV Station Manager Brian Webster had his 
hands full trying to keep up with the requests for Fykes and Chi Him to make personal 
appearances. All such requests were denied because of the recluse Fykes desire to 
remain faceless to the public. MuchMusic VJ Christoper Ward, looking for some 
badly needed exposure, appeared as a guest on the show in early 1987 (no kidding). 
The Jim Fykes Variety show was attaining near cult status. : 

With the program nearing its second year on the air in the summer of 1 988, ChiHim 
made a decision to hang up the earphones in order to pursue career opportunities. 
Many foresaw the ultimate demise of the Variety Show without the steadying influ-

who had been spinning discs at CPIT in Bragg Creek Alberta, the show began anew 
and exciting chapter.

estern democracies are based on the idea that the individual is in command; everything is given over to the individual. On the acceptance of this premise, 
does it not seem odd that the media discriminately leaves the individual out of these formulae in the end? Generally speaking, the media operates on a one 
way system; the media sends, the public receives. How can a state of affairs so contrary to expressed and accepted values exist? 

In out own cherished world of radio, both in the big picture’ of radio in general and in our own station, CFUV, the progression is, for the most part, in one 
direction. The radio stations broadcast and the public listens. Programming is kept as the private domain of a select and demented few. Although radio stations do 
take requests, they have to be within the scope of the station. Ironically, the scope of the station is not set by the listening public, but rather by the station’s 
internal politics. As a result, programs and music are apt to change. So too are the personalities, who oddly move away from not unpopular shows. Yet the 
commercial radio stations’ idea of a loyal listener does not change—the listener should tune in regularly, laugh at their jokes, participate in the giveaways, 
emblazon their vehicles (pronounced vee-hic-les) with stickers and contribute to the stations’ charity drives. What does the listener gain from all this? A groomed 
and immaculate idea of what programming should be. 

To be fair, campus stations are almost as unidirectional as commercial stations are. As any broadcaster knows, the person in the booth is the person in 
command. There is very little interaction between the DJ spinning her/his favorite tunes and the public subjected to the DJ’s whimsical taste, armed only with a 
telephone at home and an on/off switch. 

Radio stations are a central source of ideas. They carry news, literature, and music. Thus radio stations carry common identifiable things. Therefore in the end, 
individuality is not important. Individuality drifts away with commercial radio stations as they count the calls to compile their top 40 charts. The novel, the obscure, | 
and often the good are overtaken by hype and commercialism. Not having a top 40 list to regularly feed, campus radio stations offer a different way of introducing 
material, called the famed playlist. Playlisting presents a wide variety of music to the public. 

With good intentions, the government, through the CRTC, comes to rescue the public from itself. G-Men can stop a speeding radio wave in a nanosecond 
while simultaneously hindering applications with a mountain of paperwork. In theory, the regulations are initiated to prevent unabated capitalism congesting the 
radio waves, so that the individual can have the ability to choose from a varied type of programming. But in practice the industry becomes stifled in a nest of 
regulations, which, combined with the fickleness of common taste, make for some very banal broadcasting. 

ortunately, the essential member of the system, the individual, can escape the madness by taking matters into their own hands with pirate radio. Unfor- 
tunately, the regulators and some of the other players in the game have arranged a series of pitfalls (laws, jail, or worse, confiscation of the stereo) to prevent 
such practices from undermining the “legitimate order”. 

The best example of pirate radio is in Britain, where the combination of archaic broadcasting laws and geography made for interesting, if illegal, radio. Radio, in 
the early 1960’s, was government controlled, and monopolized by the conservative BBC. Correspondingly, there was a pop explosion fronted by the Beaties 
that pioneered a vast new frontier called rock music. The supply of several hours of pop music a week did not meet the demand, thus creating a hole for new 
stations to move in and fill the need. These commercial pirate radio stations would charter a ship and sit in international waters far beyond the reaches of the walls 
of the land, and spin tunes. In the end it was only de-regulation that sunk these vessels. 

We in Canada always have the same option in pirate radio. There have been several instances of underground radio on our own turf, one set of banditos 
operating from a skyscraper tower in Vancouver and another band of people putting antennae in trees on Saltspring Island. The motivation is more out of novelty 
than anything else, as these stations have a short lifespan. 

Yet we are fortunate as we have another avenue of approach called campus/community radio. The great licensing gods are nice enough to allocate an open 
forum on the radio waves. Theoretically there are no bounds to what can be presented on radio so long as the ideas are capable of being transferred by sound. It 
is only up to the individual broadcaster to decide. Anybody can do a radio show with community radio provided they have the commitment to carry through a 
workable idea. 

With campus/community radio, the one way flow found in other mediums becomes united into one continuous loop. Instead of the select few broadcasting to 
the many, the public now has the freedom, not as a group but on an individual basis, to create programs with which they are content.

The city of Seattle, in close coordination 
with Sub-Pop records, has been extremely 
successful recently in breaking a wide vari- 
ety of bands to the rest of North America. 
Now in a sign of growth, Sub-Pop, the label 
which specializes in the heavy sounds of 
groups like Mudhoney and Tad, has re- 
leased the second album by the Walk- 
abouts. 

Like many other American bands of the 
last half-dozen years, the Walkabouts are 
very much the product of the roots music 
scene. However, the band arrives at the mu- 
sical result from the area of folk as opposed 
to rock (unlike most other bands). There- 
fore, the band employs a diverse amount of 
traditional instruments (duicimer, violin, 
cello) mixed with an insistent electric guitar 
and rambling rhythm section. A pleasant 
surprise on Cataract is the band’s tough- 
ened-up sound over previous releases, not 
to mention the increased emphasis on Carla 
Torgefson’s pleasantly rugged voice. In add- 
ition, the band mixes backwoods imagery 
with bleak statements (‘‘no compass, no 
bearing—whereabouts unknown?). The re- 
sult in songs like the aforementioned 
“Whereabouts Unknown”, “Bones of Con- 
tention” and “Long Black Veil” is bleak, but 
considerably enlivened by the harmonies 
and varied instrumentation. What emerges 
is both one of Sub-Pop and the Walkabouts 
best releases.

The Whitey Album 
(Blast First Records) | 


Sonic Youth uses Madonna as an excuse 
to stray off the path of noisy guitar and in- 
tense screaming vocals to venture into the 
musical genre of funk/rap. Like Madonna, 
their experiment in working with popular 
sounds could either be interpreted as being 
fashionable leaders setting a trend, or asa 
sham. | could say Madonna is a sham (how- 
ever, her lasting success makes me have to 
stutter these words). | can not say Ciccone 
Youth is a sham. 

The Whitey Album frees these New 
Yorkers from having that one distinct sound. 
Diversity in dark, hypnotic echos, telephone 
conversations, rythmic drumming and alien- 
ated lyrics become tangled in Sonic Youth 
style industrial funk/rap. Ten years old now, 
but still peeved with society, the noisy so- 
cial pessimists become aware of gender re- 
lations. And | finally realized that they can’t 
sing, nd matter how long they’ve been at it. 

Enter Madonna. Boy Toy spitting at Bad 
Boy, and beating Annie Lennox as this 
year’s best female vocalist to boot. Mad- 
onna, the symbol of female packaging and 
loving it, “Do you want to fuck me? | hope it 
was worth it!”’ ; 

But Sonic Youth hating it, by covering 
“Into the Groove” using Thurston Moore’s 
shabby voice as he sings Madonna’s lyrics 
about wanting a male, leaving in clips of 
Madonna to utter the occasional groovies, 
make Thurston sound ugly compared with 
Madonna’s seductive voice. . 

But | don’t want to be reminded of Mad- 
onna. That’s why I listen to Sonic Youth. Un- 
fortunately, Madonnalured Sonic Youth into 
her trap. But Ciccone Youth’s sound re- 
mains original, and at least they’re happy.

However, replacing the power of her earlv 
punk days are acoustic guitars, mandolins, 
astring bass, and surprisingly sweet vocals. 
The popish-folk rock result, if not entirely 
successful, is at least a major sign of better 
things to come. 

With the exception of aso-so cover of the 
traditional “Wild Mountain Thyme”, all of the 
songs are new originals and range from 
bouncy pop-folk to slow introspective 
songs. Beginning with the catchy ‘“‘Harry 
Dean’, co-written with fellow ex-Avenger 
Greg Ingraham, the album proceeds 
through such tracks as “Full of Wonder’, 
whose chorus “love, peace and brutality!”’, 
seems to encapsulate many of the themes 
on the album. Backing up Houston’s vocals 
are former members of her 1986 era band 
Dash Thirty Dash, who are excellent in 
coasting through complex string and bass 
lines; and darned if one can’t hear an electri- 
fied instrument on the whole record! The 
straight ahead “Living Dolls” leads a list of 
impressive songs which include the mellow 
(yet bitter) “Bed of Lies” and the countrified 
“Putting Me in the Ground.” 

If there is one fault to the album, it is a fail- 
ure to properly flesh out some songs. How- 
ever, more importantly, it establishes 
Penelope Houston on her own merits with- 
out any references to her past accomplish- 
ments or associations.

very nice and clean, completely un- 
blemished. The word sterile comes to mind. 
Most of the material has been reworked to 
make it palatable to the suave sophisticated 
North American audiences, who are too 
busy listening to that flawless CD sound to 
hear the music. The sludginess of the origi- 
nal records has been edited out, which is a 
shame, as the purposely sought after ama- 
teur production sound added to the music. It 
must be reminded that there is nothing in- 
trinsically wrong with good production 
values, but they do not fit well with the music 
of the Tall Dwarfs any more than they would 
fit with Deja Voodoo. 

This record does not fit into the currently 
socially sensitive, politically correct, jangly 
pop, milking the guilt message of the white 
counter culture youth. No massive political 
message blasting through with the subtlety 
of a cold gumboot in the side of the head. 
Nor is this party music. Depending on the 
audience, this record could have the same 
wet blanket, bring-the-party-down effect as 
putting on a reggae record at a happening 
party. The music on this album is for the 
most part minimalist. It is the sort of music 
that is good to put on for background noise 
when reading a good book. The music is 
simple, very much the opposite of the Phil 
Spector wall of sound. Most songs have a 
chaotic feel to them, they seem to be an out- 
pouring of rambling stream of conscious 
thought, almost in the old beat poetry tradi- 
tion but without the seriousness. When a 
statement is made, it is mixed in with a cou- 
ple of themes and strung together between 
two ends of a tune. 

There is an edge of parody to some of 
these tunes. The band doesn’t work at it 
very hard, nor are any connections pointed 
to, but on some of the songs you find your- 
self trying to place a jokingly used cliche to 
some band. If it were possible, the best 
course of action would be to buy all of the 
Tall Dwarfs singles, but this being easier 
sampler of music by the Tall Dwarfs. It 
should be noted that none of the 21 songs 
of That’s the Long and Short of It L.P., nor 
any of the songs off the E.P. Throwa Sickie, 
are represented on this album.

day morning folk. Our wild-haired country maniac Mark Maarhuis has taken 
ot off to replenish the forests. So, since the end of April, Patrick Reynolds has taken 
*) over that slot with a well-rounded, well-researched program. 

=!  Patrick’s speciality is fiddle music, in particular Irish fiddle music, and his infor- 
mation comes first hand. He has played fiddle since his youth, both here and in 
Ireland, where he must have picked up some great tunes, if not the accent. Watch 
for him at the Victoria Folk Festival. 

The folk coffee house shuts down only one weekend a year, and that is for Folk- 
life—on the U.S. Memorial day weekend in May. That it’s singled out for such spe- 
cial treatment might seem strange if you haven’t been to Folklife yourself. It’s that 
good. 

Four FUV folkies made the trip this year and were overwhelmed with the size and 
variety of concerts, workshops, dances, displays, crafts and food, not to mention 
crowds. There must have been 100,000 people filling Seattle centre. Part of its 
appeal is the price (free) and the friendly grass roots atmosphere. For such a mas 
sive event the organization is phenomenal. Everything we attended started right on 
time, and they were ready for anything, even rain, which we got in buckets on Sun- 
day. The music itself covered almost the entire spectrum of folk including the new 
movements into ethno-fusion. All that we found lacking was some real hard-core 
Rogue folk. Perhaps Americans just aren’t into that stuff. Musical abilities ranged 
almost as much as did style; we found a few artists especially memorable. 

The Nyetz were there (our favorite from the Winter Roots Music Festival)! It was 
interesting noticing the reaction to them south of the border where they are abso- 
lutely unknown. Nobody was quite sure what to make of them, but enjoyed them 
nonetheless. The consensus seemed to be “the Talking Heads of Folk’. Evi- 
dently, they were considered good enough to merit a main stage performance — 
complete with live broadcast on KUOW, Seattle's listener supported radio. 

In a similar vein were ethno-fusion diehards, The Romaniacs. This mostly Cana- 
dian group gives.a hilarious concert performance, complete with tragic family his- 
tory plus brief language lessons. Their finale,. ‘Midnight in Moscow’’, is a great 
crowd pleaser. 

The most original and entertaining performance we saw was Seth Blair, de- 
scribed in the Folklife flyer as “‘a cello and his boy”. From Seattle originally, and 
now enroute from Boston to Wisconsin, this man seems like a long-haired pixie on 
acid. Plucking his cello like an upright bass, his songs like “Since | Became a Psy- 
chic” are written about his twisted views on life. The venue was crammed with 
obvious die-hard fans as well as those of us who went as innocents ona hot tip and 
loved every minute of it. 

We'll probably still be raving about Folklife next month, when we venture over to 
Jericho Beach for the Vancouver Folk Music Festival, July 14 - 16. The major 
hullabaloo this year is over Pete Seeger who has been singing the news of the 
20th century for over 50 years. Leon Rosselson,, another great singer/songwri- 
ter, will be there with his chronicles of the British society, as will Billy Bragg and 
Atilla the Stockbroker, ‘whose style of poetic recitation is known as ranting’. 
Other performers to look forward to are: The Oyster Bank; Weddings, Parties, 
Anything; Orealis—oh, never mind, there’s a couple of hundred and all worth 
hearing. 

Meanwhile, back at the station—one new release has us folkies flailing about. 
Rogues!, the first album from Pressgang is about as rouge as folk can get before 
the traditionalists clap their hands over their ears and hollar “enough!”’. All the 
songs are old, mostly English, and extremely noisy. They’re sort of a cross bet- 
ween The Men They Couldn’t Hang, Big Country, and The Clash. Those of us who 
appreciate this rouge folk stuff just love them, in particular an unbelievable rendi- 
tion of “Raggle Taggle Gypsies”. We’ve even got some of the rock types here at 
CFUV enjoying the Trash-folk sound of “The Outlandish Knight”. Wonderful stuff, 
but not for the weak of heart.

Burning Spear 
Live in Paris 
Slash Records 


Before North American ears were turned 
to the infectious rhythms of reggae, Ja- 
maica’s Burning Spear were already pre- 
dominant with.a thick and misty sound all 
their own. 

On this live album, their first since 1977, 
recorded in Paris on May 21, 1988, Burning 
Spear (aka Winston Rodney and the Burning 
Band) give a glimpse of how rhythms of reg- 
gae are done. The horns, although sparsely 
phrased, predominate the sound over a tire- 
less bass and percussion. The music can be 
described as a glossy shine layered ona 
foggy mist, and stands as the strongest live 
effort in reggae for the year. Opening with 
“Spear Burning’, the band quickly slides 
into an extended groove and live dub treat- 
ment by ‘“‘New Experience”’ and ‘‘African 
Postman’’. My personal favorite, ““Happy 
Day’’, gets into some extended groove and 
tasty guitar riffs by Lenford Richards. Other 
high points include “Wilderness” (hot ex- 
tended ending), a personal fav’ spear com- 
position in “Driver” and the hot closing track 
“Door Peep”. 

I'd give this album an 8 out of 10, my only 
complaint being that all extended parts 
seem to fall on the endings. Still, this top 
flight recording is a very strong album by 
very strong artists.
